A belief has long existed that when the con- 
federacy went under it had a large amount of 
money on deposit in several European banks, 
and this belief, probably, was at the bottom 
of the present demand. 
from Mr. Judah P. Benjamin will, however, 
set the matter finally at rest: 

Tremere, Lonponx, November 28, 1881.—My 
dear Barlow—I have yours of the 15th inst., 
and have no objection whatever to give you 
all the information I possess on the subject 
of confederate bonds, which some specula 
tors on the stock exchange have made a sub- 
Fct of inquiry on a rumor sedulously spread 
abroad that there are-vast sums deposited in 
the bank of England andelsewhere in Europe. 
The confederaie government never had but 
two means of raising money in hKurope—one 
was by the export of cotton, all of which was 
consigned to the house of Frazier, Trenholm 
& Co., of Liverpool, and the other wes by 
aloan effected through Messrs. Irlanger & 
Co. and Shrouder & Co., the proceeds of which 
McRae, finan- 
cial agent of the government. At the close 
of the war the United States government, 
claiming the right to receive the entire assets 
of the confederate government, instHited suits 
against Frazier, Trenholm & Co. and against 
McRae. After adetermined and protracted 
litigation, Frazier, Trenholm & Co, were driven 
into bankruptcy, as their whole business was 
destroyed and their credit broken by the ap- 
prehensions created in the mercantile world 
of the result of enormous claims hanging 
over them, when they really owed 
little or. nothing, and [I think = the 
United * States ultimately recoyered =a 
few thousand dollars as a compromise. 
MeRae proved in his case that he had ren- 
dered full and taithful account to the confece 
erate government of the entire proceeds of 
the loan in payment of supphes and muni- 
tions of war to various comipissuriat and 
quarterinaster officers in this country, and of 
couvnons on bonds, but he was ready to render 
his accounts over again if the United States 
would agree to reimburse him any balance 
found due in his faver. This was declined 
The case is reported in the law reports, 8 kq., 
OY. Poor MeRae, in Shattered 
health and with a few hundred 
pounds, the wreck of his fortune, emigrated 
to Spanish Hoaduras, where he souglt to earn 
asupport on asmall stock farm, but he died 
in extremely reduced circumstances. The 
last payment of coupons on the confederate 
loan was only effected alter a great etfort by 
means of the cotton sold through Frazier, 
Trenholm & Co., as all proceeds of the loan 
had long previously been exhausted. The 
United States government also recovered 
some supplies, machinery, and several ves- 
sels, in fact, everything that remained from 
the wreck and I do not believe that one penny 
is to be found anywhere in Europe of the 
assets of the defunct coniederacy. If any- 
thing can ever be recovered by bondholders it 
can only be by government action in the 
United States, and you can judge better than 
I if there is the remotest hope of any such ac- 
tion.

WasHiNaron, January 20.—Mr. Scoville con- 
tinued to discuss the subject of head diagrams, 
and the proceedings were growing somewhat 
tedious when they were enlivened by the 
prisover. His first utterance was, from some 
cause, post poned until half-past eleven o'clock. 
He had been busily engaged in reading the 
papers when he suddenly took advantage of 
a puuse and called out, ‘*fhe district attorney 
has run out of money. He can’t pay these 
fellows till he can get an extra appropriation 
from Congress. (Laughing) They had _ better 
staid in New York. ‘They will go home with 
less money than they expected. Itserves them 
right.”’ 

Mr. Scoville then proceeded to anticipate 
the argument of Judge Porter, and pointed out 
to the jury tbe fallacy of the argument which 
he predicted Judge Porter would advance to 
support the. theory of the prosecution and 
to secure the hanging of Guiteau. In conclu- 
sion he said: *'It has often been said that our 
jury trials are a farce, and I have in my prac- 
tice frequently heard it said that the jury sys- 
tem ought to be abolished because jurors make 
mistakes; because they are influenced by 
advocates; because they are influenced 
not by justice; not by evidence, 
but by the last address. But gentlemen, 1 
thank God that there was atime when my 
English ancestry stood up against wrong and 
injustice, and wrested from a despotic king 
the right of ‘trfal by jury, and I have never 
yet seen the time when I would wish to see 
that right abolished. I feel more secure and 
more safe in this mode of administering 
justice than in any other, so long asthe juries 
are honest. It doves not require that you 
sholild have read Kent or Blackstone. It re- 
quires that you should have honest hearts and 
clear heads, and, above all, that you should 
be fearless to find for right, regardless of<what 
may come, regardless of whether your fellow- 
men may oppose it ornot. This is what] 
shall expect of you, gentlemen, and I believe 
that you wiil doir. Ileave the case with 
you, gentlemen, thanking you for your kind 
attention.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Scoville’s address 
District Attorney Corkhill withdrew his ob- 
jection to Guiteau addressing the court, and 
Judge Cox announced that he would permit 
him to speak, which he will probably do to- 
morrow.

MATTERS AFFECTING THE BRAKE

The Negot ations Over the Atlantic and Freneh 
Broad RaiJroad—The Country Through Which 
the Road Will Run—The Old Dcminion 
Line—The Block System. 


The Atlantic and French Broad. 

A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Atlantic and French Broad Valley railroad 
company was held at Abbeville, Monday 
night, to consider a propesition from Messrs. 
Child & Oliver. of New York, to construct the 
entire line from Edgefield court house to the 
North Carolina line through Eastatoe Gap. A 
contract was closed with these. parties, the 
conditions of which are that they are to com- 
mence on the Ist of September next and com- 
plete the entire road by the 31st of December,

Kentucky system of roads. The Edgefield, 
Trenton and Aiken road and the French 
Broad Valley road, after consolidation, are to 
be consolidated with a road in North Carolina 
to connect with the Morristown and Cumber- 
land Gap road at Morristown, Tennessee. 
The complete road-is to constitute an inde- 
pendent line connecting Cincinnati with 
Louisville and Nashville and with the sea- 
coast of South Carolina. The line of road in 
North Carolina is to run down the west fork 
of Big Pigeonriver to Morristown, Tennessee. 
Messrs. Child & Oliver represent a syndicate 
of New York capitalists who have ample 
means to construct every foot of the road. 
The construction of the line is now consid- 
ered a certainty, and interested parties are 
vreatly elated at the prospects. 

This road willcross the Augusta and Knox- 
ville at [Trickem, and is one of the lines that 
ye have been advising the people of Augusta 
to obtain, stopping it at Trickem and making 
ita branch ot the Augusta and Knoxville. 
By the arrangement just made Charleston 
will probably derive the greatest advantage 
from the road, as it will connect with the 
South Carolina railroad at Aiken. The main 
line of the Atlantic and French Broad Valley 
railroad is to extend from Trickem, by Abbe- 
ville and Belton,on the Columbia and Green- 
ville railroad, Easly, on the Air-Line railroad, 
and Pickens Court House to Asheville, North 
Carolina, a great portion of the line having 
been graded, 

The Old Dominion Line. 

New York, January 20.—It was authori- 
tively announced to-day that the Norfolk and 
Western, the Seaboard and Roanoke, and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroads had obtained 
control of the Old Dominion Steamship Line. 
Efforts have been made for some time, by a 
svnadicate of stockholders of the three ratl- 
road companies, to secure stocks held) by pri- 
vate stockholders in the steamship company, 
and this was accomplished last week. An of- 
ficer of the Old Dominion Line said yester- 
day that no change was contemplated because 
of this purchase of its stock, in the organiza- 
tion of the company, the manner of 
operating, or in its schedules, until 
the new steamships are received 
in the spring, when a daily 
line will be formed between New York and 
Norfolk, and Richmond, and Newport. He 
wdded that the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
company made application to the Old Do- 
Minion line a year ago for daily communica- 
tion with Newport News, This was agreed to, 
and a contract was made with John Roach & 
Son to build two first class steamships, which 
were to be launched a month age. The delay 
in their construction has been caused by a 
great pressure of work, but they are now 
nearly ready to be launched. An officer of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad stated that 
the new urrangement would vive the road a 
vreat advantage over the DBultimmore and Ohio 
road, asit had no water communication with 
New York; and besides, the route by way of 
Newport News would be more than 100 miles 
nearer. 

What a Block System Is. 
New York Tribune. 

“Practically it is impossible for one passen- 
ver train on the Pennsylvania railroad te run 
into another,’ said a former oilicial of that 
road yesterday. “The block signal system 
there used,’’ he continued, ‘‘is so perfect that 
with the aid of flagmen, who are provided 
with torpedoes, ‘telescoping’ is an impossi- 
bility.” 

So au reporter visited a signai station near 
Jersey City and saw the working of the sys- 
tem and had it explained by the operator in 
charge. There are seventy signal stat ons be- 
tween Jersey City and Philadeiphia, ten of 
them being east of Newark where the trains 
are the most frequent, over 200 passing every 
day. At no place on the road does a train 
run four miles without passing one 
of these stations. At each one there 
is a telegraph operator, with three 
telegraphic instruments, one being used sim- 
ply forsending general messages. Another 
instrument sends none but signal messages to 
Jersey City, and the third is connected with 
only three stations, and is for local purposes. 
Over the desk upon which the instruments 
ure placed bangs a rope, which runs through 
the roof of the station, connecting with a wire 
which in turn is fastened toa glass side in a 
square box cither above or at the slide of the 
track. Fastened to this slide is a piece of red 
flannel. There isalsoa slide arranged with 
green flannel. In the back part of the box 
there is a white painted board,in the middle of 
Which isa common lamp. In the daytime, 
when there is no train in sight, the red slide 
is pulled down, showing a red, circular sur- 
face, ten feet above the ground, about twenty 
inches im diameter. As the train appre aces, 
if the**block”’ ahead be clear.the operator pulls 
the rope above his head, raising the red siide, 
showing the white surface. He is compelled 
to hold the signal up until the train has 
passed and displayed two “markers” or green 
fagsontherear car. He then: lets the rod 
slide fall, and ‘‘calls’’ the operator in the 
station ahead. Having received an answer. 
he sends the schedule number of the train, 
the time it passed his office, and states that 
the green flags were all right. 

To be sure he has made no mistake the re- 
ceiving operator repeats the message and g- 
celves an answer from the operator who set 
it before he allows the train to pass his sta- 
tion. Lesides warning the station ahead of 
the approach of the train, a similar record of 
every train is forwarded immediately to the 
train-dispatcher's offive in Jersey City, so that 
the exact position of every train on the whole 
road is known at any minute of the day or 
night. After one passenger train has passed 
4 station no other passenger train can pass it 
until the operator has received the message 
from the agent ahead that the track is clear u 
to that point. The use of the green si lad. 
vises the engineer to use caution until he-has 
seen a station displaying a white signal. It is

When for any reason a train makes an irreg- 
ular stop, the rear brakeman or flagman is 
ordered tu go back 600 yards, carrying a red 
lantern or flag, and to place on the track an 
explosive cap. He must then go 600 yards 
turther and place two of these caps on the 
track, three yards apart. This done, he must 
go toward his train 300 yards and remain 
there until ordered to leave the place by his 
engineer, Upon. returning to his train he 
takes up the first cap that he placed on the 
rail, but leaves the two placed near together. 
The explosions of these warns the engineer 
following that there is danger ahead, or that 
there has been, and he must proceed cautious- 
lv umtil he learns why those caps were left 
there. The explosion of a single cap is the 
signal for the engineer to stop his train. 
Brakemen are frequently left to stop the fol- 
lowing train after their own has gone, and 
are taken up. The ftlagmen have nothing to 
do with the black signals, and are thus held 
as responsible as those on other roads, 


A Talk With Sir Edward Reed. 
Tallahassee Floridian. 

This distinguished gentleman, accompanied 
by Mr. C. D. Willard, of Washington, visited 
the Floridian office on Friday last, and spent 
some time in pleasant conversation with the 
Sir Edward rather jocosely claims a 
fellow feeling with the craft, having at one 
time, for some years, edited a prominent 
scientific journal, and performed the oftice of 
leading writer for a number of other similar 
pemiodicals. He has also had quite an ex- 
tensive and varied literary experience 
otherwise, haying been the author of a 
manual or hand. book on the subject of 
iron ship building, which has for many years 
been the leading authority onthe subjeet in 
all European countries. He also published 
some years since a most exhaustive and valu 
able workon Japan; but the neatest bit of 
literary work which we ever remember to 
have heard of, was the preparation during 
the small hours of the night, between 12:15 
and 3:151in the morning, of an exhaustive 
review, ina column-and-a-half letter to the 
London Times, of an important debate cun- 
cerning grave questions of policy in connec- 
tion with the naval departmentof the British 
vovernment, which debate had occurred in 
the earlier hours of the same evening, and 
appeared in its official form in the same issue 
of the paper with his letter, and most won- 
dertui of all, at which debate Sir Edward 
was not present! 

In the course of conversation, Sir Edward, 
upon being advised that many persons here 
are somewhat fearful that if a consolidation 
of the several railroads in which he had re- 
cently become interested was finally effected, 
the cur shops might be removed to some other 
point, remarked that all fears on that subject 
might be put at rest, as it was most probable 
that the works here would have to be run to 
their fullest capacity, to make up for deticien- 
cies im the manufacturing facilities of the 
other roads; and that it was, indeed, not un- 
likely that the shops here would even have to 
be enlarged to enable them to accomplish all 
that would be required of them, 

Sir Edward also, in reference to the matter 
of freight rates between Jacksonville and 
middle Florida, intimated that whether there 
was or was nota consolidation of the roads 
the harmony of management would neces- 
sarily involve a manifest improvement in the 
rates, both of freights and fares, on all the 
roads, and he cited the instance of a regula- 
tion which he found in force and had already 
abolished, requiring one who desired to go to 
Fernandina from middle Florida to pay over 
the line between Bafdwin and Jacksonville, 
although he did not travel over it: also the 
putting on of through carriages between 
Jacksonville and Ocala, which was one of the 
first acts of the new management. 

It would seem that if the people of this see- 
tion will be patient a little longer, and give 
the new administration time to perfect the 
arrangements already in progress, the various 
interests of the people will all be consulted 
and provided for in the most satisfactory man- 
ner.

There in that quiet village 
the cowardly assassin had enacted one of his 
most brutal deeds of blood. 

The first knowledge of the crime came to a 
Mr. William H. Haralson, a brother of the 
murdered man. John G. Haralson, the young 
man who conducted thestore had determined 
to visit Augusta on the 16th of December by 
an early train which passed McBean at four 
o'clock in the morning. For fearof being un- 
able to awake in time forthe. train he engaged 
Anderson Jones, a colored man, to awake 
him at the appointed hour. His brother, 
William H. Haralson, had agreed to open the 
store and carry on the business while he was 
away. On the morning of the 16th 
the store did not open as usual. 
But this fact was nothing strange to 
the Haralsons, who thought the proprietor 
was away on a purchasing tour in Au- 
gusta. Aboutnoon Mr. William H. Haralson 
went dowm to the store to open it, 
according to promise. Everything  ap- 
peared in order. Not a door nor 
a window was out of its accustomed 
place. Everything wore that quiet air which 
can only be found abouta deserted village 
The young man hada duplicate key, 
and fittingin into the lock he turtied the 
bolt and pushed the door in. As he did so a 
pet dog which had been confined in 
the room sprang out with a bound and 
ran off. He appeared unduly excited. and 
the young man hardly knew what to expect. 
He entered the store and was horror-struck 
with the spectacle which greeted his eyes 
He retraced his steps and quickly spread the 
news of the fnghtful crime. 

An investigation was instituted and a chain 
of circumstantial evidence was gathered 
which was overwhelming. It developed that 
Anderson Jones had agreed to awake Haral- 
son in time forthe morning train, that he 
boarded that train and came to Augusta alone 
and that other evidences of guilt were 
against him. He was arrested and 
in May following, these facts and others 
were produced against bim at a_ trial in 
the superior court of Richmond coun- 
ty. He was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. His attorneys moved for a new trial 
which was refused and the cause went to 
the supreme court. A new trial was 
granted but a second conviction resulted. 
The evidence, although circumstantial. was 
overwhelming and few people, if any, in this 
county doubt that Jones committed the crime 
for which he has just been hanged. 

Rec@ntly his friends, principally among the 
colored people, have exerted themselves in 
his behalf. A petition fora cummutation was 
sent to Governor Colquitt. but he declined to 
interfere. At the last—justa day or two be- 
fore the execution—an effort was made to se- 
cure for him a eweek’s lease of life. 
A delegation of colored men went to Atlanta 
to see Governor Colquitt and get a short 
respite, but accomplished nothing.  Tele- 
grams asking for a week’s respite were sent, 
butthe governor remained unaltered in his 
decision to let the law take its course. 

Jones's demeanor in the jail bas been much 
to hiscredit. He wasa good prisoner and al- 
ways kept quiet and behaved well. He de- 
clined to receive visitors and talked very 
little tO6ward the ast. During the 
past few days he grew dejected and wished 
to be left alone. He shuddered when a day 
or two ago. the jailer, Mr. Bridges, told him 
that the governor had declined to interfere. 
and that all hope was lost. 

The gallows was erected in the side yard of 
the jail to the southeast of the building out of 
sight of the public. It was of the old plat- 
form style with ropetrigger, and trap doorand 
a fallof about 8 feet. The prisoner was guarded 
during the last two or three days of his con- 
finement to prevent self destruction. 

He was taken from the jail shortly be- 
fore one to-day guarded closely by 
police and military. He was deject- 
ed and sad but resigned to his 
fate. He made no confession on the 
gallows. Ie ascended the scaffold, the rope 
was adjusted and the trigger sprung at four 
minutes after 1 o'clock. His neck was broken 
by the fall and his death was easy 

A few minutes after the execution the fol- 
lowing written confession was produced and 
substantiated by a confession made to the 
jailer, who was sworn to secrecy:

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


The Panic in France—Gambe tta’s Attitude. 

Paris, January 20.—Gambetta has been 
urged by some of his friends to tender his 
resignation immediately. It is stated he de 
clared in reply that he awaited the final 
issue with confidence. 

The panic has not been equalled since the 
15th of April,1877. The last straw came from 
Lyons, when the failure of the bank of Lyons. 
et Loire was announced. The panic affected 
every store and share in the market. 

The panic causes a greater sensation than 
the so-called ministerial crisis. Settlement 
on February Ist is anticipated with-anxiety: 

The ministerial journals declare that the 
election of the committee on the revision bill 
yesterday has completely altered the aspect 
of the question at issue. The main question 
now, they say, is whether the revision of the 
constitution is to be limited or integral. 
Gambetta is pledged to a limited revision. 
The cabinet and committee are equally de- 
sirousof a prompt solution, 

‘During the panic Suez canal shares fell 175 
francs, and the bank of France shares 375 
frances. <A liqtidator of the bank of Lyons 
and Louvre has been appointed. At the 
opening of the Paris bourse, this morning, 
nearly all leading securities were lower, but 
at 1:30 o’clock p.m. there was a decided rally. 
Suez canal shares improved a hundred franes, 
and other shares proportionately. 

The government has forwarded to Lord 
Lyons, British ambassador, a statement of 
the extreme concessions it i# prepared to make 
on the categories disputed in the commercial 
treaty. They amount to from fifty to eighty 
per cent. of the English demand. 

RUSSIA. 

Lonponx, January 20.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Times telegraphs: It is 
said that the “holy league,” which was re- 
cently formed to counteract nibilism, will be 
officially recognized as a branch of police. 
This will be perhaps even more unpopular 
than the reconstitution of the famous “third 
section.”’

SPEAKER KEIFER'S TROUBLES. 

The house has been the scene of a regular 
set-to for three days over the attempt of the 
committee on rules to help the speaker out of 
some of the troubles that his peculiar assign- 
ment of members to committees had brought 
upon him. The revolt was beguh by Mr. 
Orth, who wants the entire system of commit- 
tee appointinent swept out of the way. He 
wants the house through a commission to as- 
sign members to their most important duties, 
believing that justice will be done in that 
way to. individual members, and that the 

business of buying votes for the speakership 
with promises of committee appointments 
would thus be seriously crippled. The 
house was not ready to accept such 
a revolu ionary’§ programme. Mr. Ran- 
dall = stood in with the — stalwarts 
against the Orth proposition. But the discus- 
sion of Mr. Orth’s plan disclosed a very large 
amount of bad feeling against both the 
speaker and his lieutenants, andso Boss Robe- 
son, from the committee on rules, brought in 
& proposition to increase the membership of 
fourteen important committees from fifteen 
to nineteen. This was put upon the ground 
of increased business, but an analysis of the 
report shows that it was simply intended as a 
means to quiet the discontent in the speaker's 
party. The house is nearly evenly divided, 
and bad blood among the republicans would 
not give the speaker and the party bosses a 
very pleasant term of power. Mr. Robeson 
went so far as to propose to increase commit- 
fees that have very few bills to consider—for 
example, the committee on agriculture, to 
which only eleven bills have been 
referred, and = which has very iit- 
_tle business to attend to. The speaker 
assisted by Mr. Randall endeavored to put the 
Robeson plan through the house, but after a 
rattling and sarcastic discussion the house 
bosses were beaten, and the matter was re- 
committed to the committee on rules, the 
vote beipg 159 to 90. Mr. Robeson has en- 
countered in this matter a defeat that he will 
feel fully as much as the speaker will his por- 
tion of it, and the probability is that during 
the remainder of the session the house will as- 
serta very large amount of independence, and 
the speaker's ring wiil be apt to pitch their 
demands in a correspondingly lower key. 
They attempted to heal all grievances by cre- 
ating fifty-eight additional places, and the 
dissatisfied spurned their proposition. The 
discussion won friends for Mr. Kasson, and 
the speaker, who is aclumsy parliamentarian, 
bids fair to be uncomfortably circumstanced 
throu gh a good part of the session. 
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THE NEW BANKRUPT BILL.

_ Townsend, himself.a merchant, meets the 
- ease. This bill aims to avoid the enormous 
' costs and official swindles of the act of 1867. 
' At provides for no office of register. It calls 
- mo creditors’ meetings. It places the ap- 
—pointment of receiver in the hands of the 
_ judge, who, with the receiver, has close, di- 
rect and exclusive management of the case, 
The whole proceedings are of a judicial char- 


acter, under the direct authority of the court, 
while the costs of |the investigation are re- 
duced as near as possible to those of an ordi- 

_ Mary case of assignment. The proposed law 
_ gives toan honest |bankrupt the right to a 
Speedy discharge, but at the same time it re- 

_ uires of him a full surrender of all his asscts, 

_ And evidence that his failure was unavoida- 
3g ble; andin addition it offers no encourage- 
. ment to dishonest and fraudulent bankrupt- 
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proper protec- 
tions against such application. 

Under Mr. Townsend's bill the proceedings 
pertaining to the application of a debtor are 
greatly simplified. A resident of the United 
States owing debts in excess of $500 shall ap- 
ply by petition addressed to the United 
States district court, setting forth his in- 
debtedness, his inability to pay, and his wil- 
lingness to susrender all his estate for the 
benefit of his creditors; annexing to his pe- 
tition a schedule and valuation, giving the 
names of his creditors, the amount due to 
each, and the nature of the debt; andin the 
inventory shall give particulars of his estate 
and its value. 

There is provision also made in the bill 
governing a composition with creditors. At 
any time after proceedings have begun, the 
bankrupt may file a petition for composition, 
setting forth the terms proposed by him, an- 
nexing to his petition a schedule of his debts 
and an inventory aud valuation of his prop- 
erty. Notice of this petition is to be sent to 
creditor, and a time fixed for filing ob-

of his known creditors, the aggregate of 
whose debts, unsecured and provable,amount 
to three-fourths of all the known debts of the 
bankrupt, the court may order that the coin- 
position be contirmed, and may order his 
discharge, as in other cases.

Prince Bismarck’s recent speech to the German 
parliamentis, when rightly considered, a confes- 
sion of failure, and itis vain for him tothrow all 
the blame upon his opponents. He is reported to 
have said to the members of the house: ‘‘You look 
upon united Germany as a hard target, which can 
resist any amount of blows,and wish to deal still] 
more. Fifteen years ago, you must remember, we 
had notso many poweriul factions to deal with as 
at present. Then we had not the Danes, Guelphs 
and Poles in such numbers. or protesters 
from Alsace Lorraine at all. We have, 
at present, eight different parties, none of 
which can form a majority.

Endeavoring to Statt in Life After Thirty-Three 
Years in Prisea. 
Cincinnati Commereial. 

Those familiar with the release of Ferdinand 
Seitz from the Ohio penitentiary nine or ten 
months ago, after thirty three years’ confine- 
ment, will feel some interest in his career in 
freedom. It will be remembered that he was 


committed for life when quite a young man, 
and soon ater he eame to this country 
on the supposition that he was guil- 
ty of manslaughter. He had_ no 
friends in this country to intercede in 
his behalf, but as time wore on the few per- 
sons living who were familiar with the trial 
began to wonder what had become of him. 
Ascertaining that he was still in the pen- 
‘tentiary, and that he had made an ex- 
cellent record there, a successful 
effort was made to secure his release. 
Among others joining in the application for 
his pardon was Eptraim Stout, the only sur- 
viving member of the jury that convicted 
him. It was questioned by many ~y hether, 
after so long a term of confinefnent, It 
would not be more cruel to turn . the pris- 
oner loose into the world, of which he 
knew practically nothing, and ‘without 
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friends or knowledge of the means of mak- 
ing a livelihood, than it would be te ew 
him inside the walls for the remainder of - 

days. Either case seemed hard enough, but 
when Mr. Stout volunteered to see that he 
was cared for, the side of mercy seemed 
to be that for his release. In conversation 
with Mr. Stout, a day or two ago, a Cincin- 
nati Commercial reporter was informed that 
after the first feeling of strangeness passed 
away. Seitz’s first desire was to obtain work. 
Mr. Stout ebtained a position for him ina 
foundry in the city, and he has been work- 
ing as a molder ever since,J without the loss 
of u single day, and with the respect of his 
employers and associates. He also found him 
a comfortable lodging house and a board- 
ing place, where he has continued contented- 
ly ever since he came to thiscity. He pays 
his bills promptly, lives economically, has no 
bad or expensive habits, and is doing well in 
every way, and living as happy, probably, as 
any person in the city.
